2. Mr. Deglace has not provided written authorization from Mr. Ming permitting release 
of the requested records, nor has he submitted proof of death. See id. at Tl 19; see also Comp., 
Ex. C.

Law Section. His primary responsibility are with matters arising under the FOIA. He is familiar 
with the Complaint in this action and personally conducted a review of the contents of the file 
and records maintained by the DEA FOIA Unit.

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3. The information sought by plaintiffs request was compiled for law enforcement 
purposes. See Little Dec. at T[ 20, 21; see also Comp. Ex. A (describing the types of records 
sought). 

4. There is a privacy interest in the records at issue. See Little Dec. at Tl 24.
